Old Gold, New Coins—and a Probe 


Did Someone Make a Mint Out of 


By Paul Hofmann 


VIENNA, Dec. 14 (NYT) _— 
When Austria issued its first gold 
coins in 40 years a few weeks ago, 
pecple lined up outside banks to 
pick up at least one of the new 
1,000-schilling pieces, worth about 
858, 


Now the state mint is embroiled 
in a scandal involving the metal 
that went Into some of the new 
eoins, It is gold, all right, but it 
came in ingots that are sald to 
have been smugeled into the 
country from Switzerland and the 
Soviet Union. 

A dealer in precious objects has 
been arrested, the chief of the 
state mint has requested that he 
be subjected to a disciplinary in- 
quiry and: Finance Minister 
Hannes Androsch is under attack 
by the parliamentary opposition 
and some Dewspapers, Critics of 
the minister charge that ne tried 
to sweep the gold affair under a 
bureaucratic rug. 

Pelics and criminal-court in- 
vesiigators are proceeding on the 
suspicion that the mint bought 12 


tons of illegally imported ingots 
and processed the contraband 
geld into coins—replicas of his- 
toric Hapsburg ducats and per- 
haps some of the new 1,000- 
schilling pleces as well. 

The transaction is said to have 
been profitable both for the 
smugglers and the mint. Coined 
gold is known to bring a substan- 
tially higher price than the mar- 
ket value of gold. 

The new 1,000-schilling coin, 
while it is legal tender for the 
equivalent of $58, has enough gold 
for only $45 at the present world 
market price. However, collectors 
and other buyers have even paid 
premiums of as much as $12 to 
lay their hands on one of the new 
coins, 

Opposition members of parlia- 
ment have charged that some of 
the new gold coins turned up 
abroad even before they were of- 
ficlally issued here at the end of 
October. Under the law, it is for-

Of Sun Found 
| Near Pluto 


Pioneer-L1 Records It 
4, Billion Miles Away 


By Thomas O'Toole 


‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (WP). 
—The Pioneer-11 spacecraft on 
ils way to Saturn has detected 
the sun's magnetic field reaching 
all the way to the distant planet 
Pluto, 4 billion miles from the 
sun. 


The unmanned spacecraft, 
which left earth more than three 
Years ago, recorded the sun's 
Magnetic forces last month as it 
moved through unexplored space 
almost 1 billion miles from earth 
and 100 million miles ebove the 
earth's orbital plane, 

“The magnetic field that orig- 
inates on the sun flows radially 
outward,” said the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory's Dr. Edward Smith, 
whose magnetometer is on Pio- 
neer-11 “just like the quills on a 
porcupine.” 

Maguetic Spiral 

This is a surprise because close 
to the sun its magnetic field 
spirals in and out. No spacecraft 
had ever observed anything dif- 
ferent until Ploneer-11 flew so far 
above the orbital plane of earth 
and sun, which brought it out of 
the sun's equator. 

Dr. Smith said the spiraling is 
Probably due to the rapid spin 
of the sun at the equator, which 
twists the magnetic lines of force 
in at least two different direc- 
tions as they are swept from the 
surface of the sun by the million- 
miie-an-hour solar wind. 

Just as surprising is the dis- 
covery that the sun's magnetic 
Held reaches all the way to the 
end of the solar system. Pio- 
neer-11 did not measure the field 
out that far, but the fact that it 
was found near the orbit of 
Saturn, 900 million miles from 
the sun and 100 million miles 
above the sun’s orbital path, sug- 
gests that it extends its influence 
all the way to Pluto, 

The discovery also suggests the 
sun {5 divided into two hemi- 
spheres by a rippling electric cur- 
rent that swirls around its equa~ 
tor, carrying deep into space the 
magnetic forces built up by the 
sun's rapid rotation. 

The earth is literally engulfed 
by the sun’s magnetic field, which 
creates magnetic and electrical 
storms all across the earth's at- 
mosphere. 

Dr. Smith said the inescapable 
conclusion of finding the sun's 
magnetic force present so far 
away is that changes in the sun's 
magnetic field have a lot more 
to do with phenomena on the 
earth than anybody suspected.

SANGEOK, Dec. 14.—The cold- 
ly efficient Prime Minister of 
Singapore, Lee Kuan Yew, bas

It is equally predictable that 
opponents in Singapore and crit- 
ics abroad will extend none of 
the victory tributes that such a 
mandate could be expected to 
Produce elsewhere. 

It will be contended that the 
electoral majority ms too pre- 
Gictable to be credible. And yet, 
well before the Dec. 23 election 
date was announced yesterday, 
the -mast eminent opposition 
leader, J.B. Jerayetnam, conceded 
thet about 60 per cent of the 
votes should go to Mr. Lee's Po- 
litical Action party. 

Defeatist Assessment 

Most political observers in Sin- 
gapore think that the majority 
will be larger, but other opposi- 
tion leaders quickly denounced 
Mr, Jeyaretnam’s assessment as 
“defeatism.” 

The fact is that the opposition 
has not won ἃ single seat in the 
legislature for 12 years although 
the combined opposition parties 
polled a respectable 30 per cent 
of the votes four years ago, Some 
Tedistricting and discontent in 
districts most affected by urban 
Tenewal may permit the oppasi- 
tion to pick up a few seats this 
year, but even that would be a 
surprise, 

Such one-party mastery over 
such a.period of time understan- 
dably has raised problems. In 
addition, the little city-state of 
Singapore, with a population of 
23 million, has always attracted 
interest because of its strategic 
location, and because of the bard- 
driving manne of its Prime 
Minister. 

It also comes partly because 
Mr. Lee was once a Marxist who 
changed his stand to make Sin- 
gapore 2 showpiece bastion of 
capitalism. In that process, he 
discarded a lot of old ideas and 
old friends who are not inclined 
to forgive. However, he still in- 
sists on ® leftist label and the 
most recent of his party's cam- 
paign tracts is entitled “Socialism 
That Works—The Singapore 
Way.” 

Mr. Lee has made his political 
machine a marvel of success and 
his city one of the most smoothly 
run cities in the world. 

Tt is true that the rules of 


Singapore politics—written and 
nnwritten—were largely made by 
Mr. Lee himself and often im- 
posed with = heavy hand. He 
wrested cofitro] of Singapore in 
some tough and sometimes bloody 
battles when the city moved from 
World War ΤΙ into a partnership 
with Malaysia and then out again 
as an independent state. 


Still Mr, Lee satisfies the voters 
of Singapore—whom he also often 
berates—who have learned that

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Stimulating the Economy 


A consensus is forming on the size, com- 
position and timing of the fiscal stimulus 
needed to get the national economy moving 
ahead and thereby to reduce unemployment. 
Mr. Carter's transition staff and the chief 
executives of 15 major corporations have 
offered the President-elect remarkeb:y 
similac plans combining three basic ele- 
ments: personal tax cuts, tax incentives for 
business investment and federal spending 
increases focused on the jobless. 

There are indeed some differences between 
the proposals. Ironically the businessmen’s 
fiscal package is larger than that of Mr. 
Carter's economists—$23 biliion against ¢20 
billion The business executives want the 
personal income tax cuts to be permanent, 
while the Carter staff recommends that part 
of the cut be a rebate on 1976 taxes and part 
a reduction on 1977 tax liabilities. 

Mr, Carter's staff has offered several op- 
tions to spur business investment in new 
equipment. The businessmen were divided 
among themselves on whether the invest- 
ment tax credit should be raised perma- 
nentiy or temporarily. Some held that a 
temporary increase wou'd be more likely to 
accelerate capital spending. The transition 
staff and business executives both called for 
$5 billion in various job-creating programs 

From these proposals Mr. Carter should be 
able to construct 3 program to attack the 
short-run economic slowdown without un- 
duly sacrificlog long-run tax revenues. To 
achieve that purpose, he ought to accept his 
staff's plan of combining tax rebates on 
this year's income with lower tax withhold- 
ing from next yeat’s Income This would 
also seem safer than putting all his eggs in 
the one basket of a single tax rebate. 

While economic research indicates that 
Increases in "permanent income” have a 


bigger effect on consumer spending than 
temporary increases (resulting from tem-~- 
porary tax cuts), there is no evidence that 
temporary tax cuts have no ‘effect at all 
Increasing the fiscal package to achieve the 
desired short-run effect makes more sense 
than sacrificing revenues permanently—and 
with them hopes of funding future welfare 
reform. health care, housing and other social 
programs, facilitating tax reform and 
achieving budgetary ba.ance. 

For this reason, we think Mr. Carter would 
also be well advised to propose tax Incentives 
for business investment that promise to de- 
liver early returns without permanently sur- 
rendering future tax revenues.

The tax-cutting approach has been sharply 
criticized by Professor John Kenneth Gal- 
braith and others who belleve that the whole 
fiscal stimulus needed to end the sowdown 
ought to be focused on the expenditure side 
of the budget There 1s, indeed, strong 
reason to concentrate public expenditures 
directly on job-creating programs—and Mr. 
Carter has indicated he will give priority to 
that approach But putting the entire fiscal 
program into wage subsidies for private em- 
ployment and public-service jobs might delay 
and dissipate the impact on the private 
economy and require huge additional infu- 
sions of federal money. 

Given Mr Carter’s hope of spending the 
more than four hundred biliion dollars al- 
ready in the federal budget more effectively, 
we believe it would be unwise to use the 
entire fiscal package to increase total federal 
spending and thereby ease the pressure for 
economizing and reordering priorities in the 
existing federal budget.

What kind of shabby government Is it that 
would take the dependent Pacific-island 
peoples of Micronesia under its wing, open 
ostensibly arm’s-iength negotiations with 
them on their future relationship with the 
United States, and then bug them for years 
to see how their negotiating position was 
developing? The CIA, which evidently plant- 
ed what few bugs and phone taps were con- 
sidered necessary. assured itself it was 
gathering foreign intelligence The State 
Department negotiater found the informa- 
tion thus garnered “useful.” he shamelessly 
tald a reporter, “because the Micronesians 
are tough negotiators.” The Justice Depart- 
ment, it seems. could not find legal grounds 
to object—as though one needed legal 
grounds. Inexcusably. President Ford, in- 
formed of the bugging and of an intragov- 
ernmental dispute over ἰδ, could not bring 
himself to end it. 

So totally discredited Is the Ford admin- 
istration’s Micronesian policy that It matters 
little what is done about it now. The new 


Democrats are a slightly left-of-center re- 
form party that shares most of the policy 
Objectives of the Socialists Together, the 
two parties command the support of 58 per 
cent of the electorate and a robust majority 
in parliament. 

The task of building a durable democratic 
system after 50 years of the corporate state 
would be formidab:e in any circumstances. 
Soares must cope simultaneously with the 
effects of decades of economic stagnation, 
more than two years of drift and confusion 
after the 1974 military take-over, and the 
problems of depression and inflation that 
afflict most Western countries. Voter disil- 
lusionment with the new democracy was 
reflected in the local elections by a record 
35-per-cent abstention, 

A coa.ition of Socialists and Social Dem- 
ocrats would seem to offer the best possible 
prospect for political stability, for economic 
tecovery and development, and for reinforc- 
ing Portugal's fledgling democracy against 
attack from elther end of the spectrum.
